Marriages End 


in Divorce Suit 


WASHINGTON, March 20. 


—Approximately one out of 
every nine marriages in the 
United States is terminated by 
divorce, according to figures 
compiled by the bureau of the 
census and made public today. 


Excluding South Carolina, 


where all laws permitting di- 
vorce were repealed in 1878, 
the three lowest divorce rates 
in 1916, for which year returns 
are now complete, are shown 
for the District of Columbia, 
North C a r o l i n a and New 
York, where the rates were 
13.31 and 32 per 100,000, re- 
spectively. The highest rates 
were returned for Nevada, 
Montana and Oregon, which 
show 607,323 and 225, respect- 
ively. 


In all States except Maine, 


West Virginia. South Carolina, 
Alabama. Mississippi, North 
Dakota, South Dakota and 
Colorado the divorce rates 
were higher in 1916 than in 
1906. 


Desertion is shown by the 


figures to have been the cause 
for about 38 per cent of the 
divorces. 


Records also showed that the 


marriage rate in 1916 was 
1050 
per 100,000, or nine 


times as great as the divorce

Bulletin, published by the 


United States Committee on Public Information, 
of March. 10, was delivered by the postoffice to 
those- persons receiving it. In -this issue is 
printed, at government expense, the correspond- 
ence between Secretary Baker and Major General 
Enoch H. Ccowder, judge advocate general of 
the army, regarding Colonel Ansell and the lat- 
ter's criticisms of the army courts-martial system. 
Colonel Ansell was formerly a brigadier general 
on duty in Uic judge advocate general's office, 
but following his testimony before u committee of 
the Senate he was reduced to the rank of a lieu- 
tenant colonel and relieved of certain of his im- 
portant duties. The correspondence consumes 
over three pages of the Bulletin. It has been 
printed also in the Congressional Record. 


The use of all the government's facilities for 


giving publicity to General Crowder's statement 
regarding Colonel Ansell is appreciated. That is 
one angle of the 'case and the public is glad to 
kcow it But there is another phase of the severe 
indictment by Colonel Ansell of the courts- 
martial system and the officers of the general 
staff of the army regarding which Mr. Baker has 
not been so liberal in supplying the public with 
information. 


Colonel Ansell has addressed to the Secretary 


of War a reply to General Crowder's letter—"in 
reply and refutation of the Crowder statement. 
That reply was delivered at the war office on 
March llth. According to reports from Wash- 
ington it has been telegraphed to Mr. Baker. But 
it has not been given the publicity with which 
General Crowder and the Secretary of War have 
favored themselves.

in Unemployed 


Throughout Nation 


WASHINGTON, March 20. 


—Marked increase in the num- 
ber of unemployed throughout 
the country and in the number 
of cities reporting a surplus of 
labor are shown in a report of 
the federal employment serv- 
ice for the past week. 


The report which was given 


out tonight showed that the 
unemployed 
increased 
from 


356,000 to 373,000. 
Only six 


per cent of the cities report- 
ing showed a labor shortage, 
and the number in which 
there %vas an equality of sup- 
ply and demand dropped from 
28 to 25 per cent of the total. 
The number of cities reporj;- 
ing a surplus of labor ad- 
vanced from 63 to 69 per cent 
during the week. 


A slight increase in unem- 


ployment was recorded gener- 
ally in the mid-west and on 
tJhe Pacific coast.
